SOMNAMBULISM. 

& Novel Pica of a Person A.cen8ea of Attempt 
to Kill. 

Santa E,osa, CaL, April 27.— Edward J. 

Livernash, the young man who created.a 
sensation in San Francisco, last October, by 
appearing on llio streets disguiGod as a negro 
woman, anil wliose niovcmenla on October 
'JUth created great excitement in ('loverdalo 
l)y atterniiting to liill U. Ktlieridge, of flial 
l)laco, has l)een held to appear before the 
Snperiur Court for trial. Livurnaali'.s pr,j- 
liniinary hearing was held before ,) ustiee 
Aliraham, of Ciovcnlale, two weeks ago, 
but a decision was not remlcred until 
this afternoon. Tho trial pronusos 
to be one of the most interesting ever 
known in California, lie ehiiins to liavo 
been in a somnauibulistic condilion when 
he iiiiuto the attempt to Uill I'ltheridge, and 
he knows notliing al;out the nlVair. The 
morning of the asaault lie weiit to I'Uh- 
cridgo's lionsu an<l ordered him to make a 
will in his favor, leaving hirr. all liis pro- 
perty, litheridge demurred, and then 
Livernash lired four shots at him, two of 
which took eli'ect, but only slight wounils 
were inflicted. Livernash was arrested, 
and told such wild stories al>oub having put 
40 bullets into .Judge .Joachinison, of San 
I'Vauciaco, who, he said, nasunieil Ine ])er- 
son of Ktheridge, that he was cxanuned for 
insanity and committed to the Napa Insane 
Asylum. A few weeks atjo ho was dis- 
charged from the iastitution as cured. He 
was then brouaht hero to austrer tho crim- 
inal clmrge preferred against him. At the 
preliminary examination at Oloverdale Doc- 
tors Gardner and Bobertson, of Napa, testi- 
Ued that Livernash was subject to somnam- 
l)ulistic influence and capable of leading a 
dual life, and when in h{8 somnambulistic 
state he was not accountable for what ho 
did. In their ojiiuion ho was that way 
when he niade the attack on KUieridgo. 
Opinion is divided on the mutter and the 
case will be contested on botli sides.

Ottawa, April 22.— lion. Mr. Foster jore- 
oculed to tlie House, to-night, a copy of the 
despitcli received by His Kxcelleuey the 
Governoi-Oeucral from tho Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, in reply to tho joint 
address ot both Houses of tho Dominion 
Parliament, praying that Her Majesty 
would take such steps as might be necessary 
to denounce and IcrnniuLlo tho provisions 
contained in the most-favored-nation-olauses 
of tho treaties with tho German ZoUverein 
and the Kingdom of Belgium. The des- 
patch of Lord Knutsford is as follows : 
DowNiiJii St., Afiiii, 2, 180'2. 
My Lord : I have the honor to inform 
you that Her Majesty's Government have 
given very careful consideration to your 
despatch, No. 'J70, of tho 22nd of October, 
1801, in which you transuiictod an address 
to Her Majesty from tlic Senate and House 
of Commons ot Canada in Parliament as- 
scudded, praying that Her Majesty would 
take such steps as nnght be necessary to 
denounce and terminate tho provisions re- 
ferred to (in tlie address) in the treaties 
witli tlie (ierniau Zollvcroin and the King- 
dom of Helgiuni. 

^. I duly laid this address before ITer 
Majesty, who was pleased to receive it very 
graciously, and to command that it sho\dd 
bo referred to tlie Departments of Her 
Majesty's Clovcrnment which are concerned 
with tho subject matter. This luis been 
done, and it is now my duty to communicate 
to you the following reply : 

3. The two clauses referred to are Article 
15 in tlie Anglo lielgian treaty and Article 
7 in the Aiiglo-Zollvereiii treaty, and the 
undoubted edect of these two clauses is to 
prevent lov.-er duties being charged in 
J5ritith colonics on tlic in'portation of 
goods, tlie produce of the United Kingdom, 
than are charged on similar goods, the pro- 
duce of ilidgiuin or Germany. Moreover, 
under the " most-favored-natiou " clause 
contained in most of the treaties in force 
between (iroat 15ritain and foreign states, 
this privilege' which is enjoyed liy Belgian 
and German goods in tho ikitish colonies, 
is extended to the goods of uU tho various 
countries pdrties to ihesofreaties. 
• 4. Tho Parliainenlh'of^t^Bda desires the 
abrogation of these clauses on the grounds, 
amongst others, that they are iucompatible 
with tho rights and powers subsequently 
conferred by tho British North America 
Act upon the Parliament of Canada for tho 
regulation of the trade and commerce of the 
Dominion, and that their continuance in 
force tends to produce complications and 
emburru.ssments in such an Kmpire as that 
under the rule of Her Majesty, wherein the 
self-governing colonies are recognized as 
possessing the right to define their respec- 
tive fiscal relations to all foreign countries, 
to tho Mother Country and to each other. 

o. In so far as tho right here claimed 
consists in (i-xing the rates of customs dntie.i 
applying Cijually to ad foreign nations, the 
Mother Country and the liritiah (;oloiues. 
Her Majesty's dovernnient do not con- 
test tho btateinont. But, if the slatenieiit 
is to be taken as extending

I'aEnTO Caueu.0, April 2G. — Advices 
from Vnleucia say Generals Ybarra and 
Casannas, with nearly 1,000 government 
forces, are cut off from Palacio'a main forces 
and in imminent peril. General Crespo, th 
insurgent commander in-chief, has efleeted 
a junction with General Mora. 

NkW yoRlc, April 26.— Mail advices 
from La Guayara, Venezuela, dated April 
20, says ; Philip C. Hanna, U. S. consul 
to La Guayara, was fired upon by a police- 
man in the streets of L'A Guayara, at 8:30 
o'clock last Wednesdaj' night. When tho 
policeman saw it woa the American consul, 
be begged for mercy. On the day follow- 
ing the American consulate was besieged by 
the government oniciala, anxious to apolo 
gizo for tho incident. Mr. Hanna. assured 
the oliiciftls that bo loolied upon the adair 
as a mistake and liore the unfortunate po- 
liceman nii ill-will. The war between 
Crespo and Palacio is still raging, and the 
result is a matter of uncertainty. On April 
17, a battle was fought near Caracas, 
wdiich the goveruuicut troops lost 400 men. 
On April lii, the governor of a state of Boli 
via -went to Petarc to recruit troops for 
I'ilacio. A number of people iu sympathy 
with Crespo rose in revolt, and a fight in 
the streets ensued, iu which tlie governor 
was .killed. It is generally thought that 
Crespo is gaining ground.

right to establish discriminating treatment 
between diirerent foreign nations, or against 
the Mother Country, or in favor of particu- 
lar colonies, Her Majesty's Government are 
obliged to point out that tho claim is stated 
too broadly; for no such general right has 
hitherto been recognized, nor is it clear 
that it would be admitted by foreign coun- 
tries. 

C. It is unnecessary now to ciramine tho 
question whether a self-governing colony is 
capable, with the assistance of her Majes- 
ty's Government, and by negotiation in the 
usual diptotnatio course, to enter into 
sjiccial fiscal arrangements witli a 
particular foreign state, or tlie 
iine-stion whether such a colony 
is competent without Imperial legislation, 
similar to the Australian Colonies Customs 
Duties Act, 1S72, to grant discriminating 
duties in favor of particular colonies. For 
these questions, important as they arc, may 
be dealt with independently of the Anglo- 
Relgian and Anglo- Zollverein treaties, to 
whicli the aililress of the Canadian Parlia- 
ment specilically relates. 

7. I have to pcuntout t!i;it the denuncia- 
tion of these two treatios would not of it- 
self confer upon the 1 ),iminion the freedom 
in fiscal matters which it desires to obtain, 
and I iiin disposed to doubt whether the 
extensive changes that would have to be 
made have been fully realized in putting 
forward this proposal. 

8. JIany of the commercial treaties en- 
tered into by this country contain niost- 
favored-nation clauses, and these treaties 
apply iu many iustauees to the Mother 
Country and to all the colonies. In order, 
thereforo, to conferupon the Dominion com- 
plete freedom in its negotiations with for- 
eign powers it would be necessary to revise 
vory extensively the existing commercial 
treaties of the British Empire, and the 
great break up of existing eommereial rela- 
tions, of which Canada now enjoys the 
benefit, is involved in tho suggestions. 

!). Within tho last year the system of 
Central lOuropcan tariff treaties has been 
inaugurati'd, and under that system it is 
more important than ever that this country 
.should not lose tho benefit of tho -clauses iu 
tliu Belgian and ZoUvorein treaties which se- 
cure the " inost-favored-nation " treatment 
in tarill' mutters to British proiluco and 
maiiufuctnrcs, including tho produce and 
manufacturca of Canada and the colonics, 
generally, — clauses wbicli it might bo dilli- 
cult to Bccure in any new conventions. 

10. It should 1)0 borne in mind that the 
Dominion of Canada has already a trade of 
some importance with Central Jiuropo. 
'I'aking CJermany alone, the imports into 
Canada reached more than three (|uarter.s 
of a million sterling in 18i)0; the exports to 
(jernumy had increased from a very small 
amount to one hundred thousand pounds 
sterling. This export trade includes cereals, 
, meat and cheese, and in all these articles 



Nkw York, April 20.— Tho fiercest fighter 
of I'alaeio's army, lleneraljuan Quevedo 
and his aide-de-ciinp, Jose Arnie.s, have 
been killed, butchered in a horrible munner, 
not by insurgent troops, but by the enraged 
populace of Loa TVques. General Quevedo 
was a uatiye of the Canary Islands. Ho 
came to Venezuela at the age of S years 
He had been identified with all the revolu 
'^^ tions of the past 25 years, and was ahvay 



on the Government side. He had amassed 
many millions, and owned rich coiree plan- 
tations in the state of Gusenuin Blanco, in 
the vicinity of Tcques. With his aide de- 
camp, Colonel Armes, a promising young 
soldier, he was paying a visit to his posse 
sions at Los Teques on April 18, when they 
were attacked by the villagers, who had 
been incited to rebellion by the neighboring 
mountaineers. 

Tho insurgent troops have not yet pene- 
trated as far as Los Tcques, and the killing 
of the two government commanders was 
done by tho people. General Quevedo was 
dragged from his horse in the suburbs of 
Te(jues and beaten with stones and clubs. 
T^ib brains we,-e literally dashed out with a 
big boidder in tlie hands of two mountain- 
eers. The utmost contempt was shown the 
body, whicli was literally cut to |)ieces with 
a liiitchct after death. Colonel Armes suf- 
fered the same treatment. At the time of 
the killing of General (,>uevedo ho was "lO 
year.) old. He leaves a wiilow and several 
cliildren, who live in fine style at Caracas. 
General Crcspo's line extends to-day from 
TiiKKiuillo to Cagua, along tho Boutliern and 
southeastern shore of Lake Valencia. This 
force is threatening Victoria, which issoutli- 
wcst from Caracas and is the key to the 
situation iu ^'enezue•Ia. The fall of Victoria 
or the repulse of Crespo from liis present 
position will solve the ijucstion of buprein- 
acv in this war.

THE SILVER CONFERENCE. 

What Is Being none In Great Britain and the 
United stotM. ' 

LoKDOK, April 2G.— Lord Salisbury, with 
Right Hon. Messrs. Gosclien and Balfour, 
have consented to receive the inlluential 
deputation from chambers of commerce and 
from the eommereial community, whose ob- 
ject it is to urge the promotion of an inter- 
national agreement looking to the unre- 
stricted coinogo of gold and silver as a 
remedy for the embarrassment in trade 
arising from the violent lUictuations and the 
uncertainties of the exchange with silver- 
using countries. 

WASiiiNtiTON, April 20. — The President 
sent a nmssage to the Senate, stating that, 
in bis opinion, it would not bo compatible 
with the public interest to lay before it at 
this time the correspoudenco which he was 
requested by its resolution of April 2.'i to 
furnish, concerning any step taken toward 
securing an international conference to con- 
sider tlie question ol free coinage or the en- 
larged use of silver. lie says he will do so 
at the earliest moment after definite in- 
formation can be properly given, and adds : 
It may not bo inappropriate, however, to 
say here that, believing tlie full use of silver 
as a coin metal upon an agreed ratio by the 
great coiuniorcial nations of tlie %vorld 
wonld very highly promote the prosperity 
of all their people, 1 have not and will not 
let any favorable opportunity pass for the 
jiromotion of that uioat desirablo result ; 
or, if free international silver coinage is not 
presently attainable, then to secure the 
largest practicable use of that metal.

Co.N'STAXTiNoi'LK, April 2G. — Advices from 
Y^emen state that several of tho rebellious 
sheiks have fallen into the hands of tho 
Turks, and have been beheaded. In several' 
skirmislies the rebels have been repulsed, 
and at Itele a severe action bad been fcuiglit, 
which resulted in the complete success of 
the Turkish forces. More than 50 killed 
were let behind by the AraliK, who, driven 
from their position, fled carrying a number 
of their wounded. Soni,; of the rebel pris- 
oners admitted that t,beir tribes were vcrj? 
inueh diseouragcil, both l)y their successive 
defeats and by the frequent raids, which- 
were ruining them. It is expected that tho- 
tribes of Yemen will soon be entirely paol- 
fled.

Pedestrian Frank H. H. Hart, at Minne- 
apolis on Monday, broke the American 12- 
hour record of tji miles made by John 
Meagher at Detroit, May 6, 1890, covering 
G7 miles and 1,408 yards. 

Tho docket of the Greensburg, Ind , 
circuit court, which opened for the term on 
Tuesday, contained 21 divorce cases, in 12

OrTAWA, Ont., April 27. — A. C. Bertram, 
of North Sydney, 0. B., owner of a fleet of 
Nova Scotia sealing schooners now on their 
way to Uohring Sea, had an interview with 
Hon. Charles H. Tupper, Minister of Marino 
and Fisheries, respecting tho recent pro- 
clamation of tho "modus vivcndi." Ho 
niado strong representations to Mr. Tupper 
of the loss which tho restrictions to seal 
fishing will cause. From North Sydney 
alouo seven sealing schooners aro now on 
tliuir way, around t,'ape Horn bound for 
Uehrini; Sea. Mr. iii'rtraui states that tho 
"modus Vivendi" will bear so hard on tho 
Nova Scotian Sealing schooners that almost 
the best thing that could happen them would 
be to have their vessels driven ashore by 
storms so long as the crows are not lost. In 
that caso they would have the insurance. 
Mr. Tupper is not able to hold out any very 
great hope of immediate better proHpocta 
for adventurous Nova Scotiau sealers who 
may take their schooners arouuil tho North 
and South American fishing grounds to reach 
the seals in Behring Sea.

Hay nay Diiorders. 

Pauis, April 27. — Louise Michel and 
Henri Rochcf or t declare their belief that 
no explosions or disorders will occur in Paris 
on May Day. There may bo such things, 
however, in the provinces, where the agents 
.and provocateurs have a better chance. 
Louise Michel declares that Ravachol ia not 
tho agent of the provocutenr-general. Her 
belief is that ho is a vulgar criminal, repre- 
sentinc; no society. 

EncIlHl' Women SulTrnglsls. 
London, April 20. — Lady Florence Dixie 
presided at a meeting held at St. James 
Hall, this evening, in support of Sir Albert 
Bollins' Women Suflfraga Bill. The speak- 
ers were mncb annoyed by a noisy minority, 
" and near 10 o'clock, while Bernard Shaw 
was speaking, the platform was stormed by 
malcontents. The reporters' table and tho 
platform rails were demolished, and a free 
fight ensued, which, after twenty minutea, 
ended in a victory for the malcontents. 
Then they placed Down, the leader, in a 
chair and carried a resolution declaring Sir 
Albert Rollins' partial measure unworthy of 
isupport, and that full female franchise 
ought to be given. 

ICoriisin;; Duly on .Shipboard. 

LoNDo.^■, April 20.— Five seamen belong- 
ing to the British ship Star of Russia, at 
Qiieenstown from San Francisco, were 
brought before a Queenstown magistrate, 
to-day, by Captain Legg, charging them 
with refoaing duty at sea. He had, them 
placed in irons and put them on a bread - 
ond-water diet. The case was adjourned. 

Snn DonilUKo and lUo'r. 9. 
Amsterdam, April 26. —The correspond- 
ent of the New York Herald had a long 
interview with W' ostendorf and others yes- 
terday relative to the reported annexation 
of Sun Domingo to tho United States. Ho 
said that they would neither deny nor ad- 
mit tlie deal, but the interview convinced 
him that tlie information forwarded a few 
days ago to the United States was generally 
correct. It is generally credited that West- 
endorf will conclude tlie all'air. It is pro- 
bable that tlic United States will exercise a 
protectorate over San Domingo similar to 
that held by England over liorneo. 

The nyiiainllc i>i-iire CoMtlnuoH. 

Pauis, April 27. — Thescare over the dyn- 
amite e\-pl<i.iionH continues. Several c:^- 
plosions of minor importance have contrib- 
uted" towards the feeling of impending 
danger. The convictions of the Anarcliista 
Eavaohol and Simon have lioeii received 
with intense, thougli suppressed, K.Uisfac- 
tion. The police are continuing their prep- 
arations for the trouble which ia expected 
on May Day. 

Measures Agiiliisl Aimrclilsm. 
London, April 27 — A number of pre- 
cautionary arrests of Anarchists have been 
made at Bome and Berlin. 

To Obtain tbe Ingnrancc. 

Omaha, April 20— On November 19 Matt 
Goodwin, a well-known insurance adjuster, 

committed suicide at Chicago. He had a 
violtut quiirrel with his wife, whom ho ac- 
cused of unfaithfulness, and when she 
threatened to call tho police stabbed him- 
self. This is the story of Mrs. Goodwin. 
Goodwin carried life insurance policies 
aniounting to Sl."i,OO0. Mrs. Goodwin re- 
cently biought a suit against the companies 
to secure tho money. To-day they made 
pul)lic their reply. In it they allege that 
MtH. Goodwin killed hor husband; that her 
past ri'pnlat inn was liad; that her first hus- 
band died in 'JYxas under poouliar oiroum- 
stances, and, ; further, that Goodwin viol- 
ated the clau.se in the policies that ho should 
not dt ink. Tho allegations created a pro- 
found sensation.

Volcnuin Aetlvlly lit C'alirornln. 
YulU, Ariz., April 26. — Indians from 
Lower California arrived hero, yesterday, 
and report volcanoes near Lake Sullulce, 
close to the Gulf of California, in active 
operation. They say that on April 16 an 
earthquake shock was felt, and almost im- 
mediately the volcanoes became quite active. 
The greatest eruption occurred last Thurs- 
day night. The country for twenty miles 
around was illuminated by burning sulpliur, 
and molten rock was tlirowu up hundreds 
of feet by volcanoes, while tlio noise of ex- 
ploding gusca soon spread consternation 
an^ong tho Indiiins who were down in that 
region on hunting trips. Tho Indians 
hurried away aa quickly as possible. Th^B 
report confirms previous accounts from the 
Lower Californi.i volcano region, that -when- 
cs'er a heavy enrtliqunke occurred on the 
Pacific Coast tho activity of these volcanoes 
greatly increased. 

Couldn't lanil at I'orlland. 

roKTLAND, April 20.— In tho State Cir- 
cuit Court, yeaterdny. Judge Shattuck 
denied a writ of liuheaa corpus in tho cnao 
of 13 Japanese who arrived hero last week 
on tbe steamship Batavia, and were not 
permitted to lond by the federal authorities, 
on the ground that tlieir admission was in 
violation of the contract labor law. Tho 
Japanese were remanded to the steamer, 
and placed in charge of Captain Hill. 
Early thia morning tlio Batavia sailed for 
the Orient, tatting along the Japanese. 
Another writ of habeas corpus was Sled 
and telegraphed to Astoria to he served on 
tho capfain on his arrival there. As the- 
captain has had a similar experience at this- 
port before, ho did not stop at Astoria, hut 
carried his Japan dbo oilt to sea without tho 
knowledge of tho federal authorities. Tho 
Batavia will touch at Victoria, and it is 
probable that tho Japs will leave the vessel 
there.

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^PRWILEOB OF PARLIAMMNT. 

Our much respected correspondent, J. S. 
H., believes that the Legislative Assembly 
of thia provineo has "inherent rights." 
This ia a ratlier ambiguous phrase. It miy 
bo admitted that it lias inherent rights 
apart! from'the written oonstitution, bnt it ia 
exceedingly hard to say precisely what 
those rights are. It ia difficult to do this 
not only with regard to Colonial Parlia- 
meuts, big and little, but with regard to 
'that truly augn:jt body, tho Imperial Par- 
liament of Great Britain. That Farliament 
has been resisted and set at naught iu its 
attempts to assert its authority, and in 
Bomc of tho contests it has come out not 

■ more than second best. Yet the privileges 
'of the British Parliament are very old, and 
were exercised long before the Norman con- 
quest. 

If men then in these days make little of 
tho attempts of the Imperial Parliament to 

assert its autliorily, it is not surprising that 
the power of colonial parliaments to punish 
those who vilify them au<l treat them with 
contempt ia called in question. O'o find 
that tho press of Great Britain of all par- 
ties looks with disfavor on the rc- 
■cent action of Parliament iu calling to 
'its bar certain gentlemen v.'ho committed 
-what was regarded as a breach of ita 
privileges. And thia without regard to the 
olience Svliicli they committed or to the 
-oourae of proceduro pursued. Without call- 
iog in question tho legal right of Parlia> 
ment to reprimand and punish, they depre- 
cate its taking upon itself the power to be 
judge and jury in its own caae. The Conser- 
vative Saturday Bevicw aaysthuf'thoHouso 
of Commons rarelj' shows to advantage in pre- 
senting a matter of privilege, and its earlier 
proceedings with respect to the complaint 
against the four directors of the Cambrian 
Railway Company certainly did not seem to 
promise any particularly judicious or digni- 
fied determination of the caso." And again : 

■ " Decidedly, the House of Commons, which 
. seldom shines in privilege procecdinga, has 
. here shown up with dimmer lustre than 
. usual," 

Tho London Daily Telegraph does not 
' think that the Kouso of Comuiona shows to 
advantage ivlicn it is engaged in <.lelil)erat- 
ing on queations of privilege. After some 
pungent remarks on such questions raised 
iby private members, it goes on to say: 

"At tho same time, it must bo admitted 
that the oxtrciso of jurisdiction, even for 
tho correction of delinquents who most in- 
disputably iluscrve it, is valuable, rather as 
a public anil Eolemu protest, than iu any 
more oH'cctivo fashion. \\'liat the House of 
CommoLis would do if an outsider, sunj- 
iuoned to appear at their bar, refused to 
obey tho order, ia none too clear. Probably 
a warrant would be issued for his arrest, 
and in that caso he would no probal)ly 
move tlie High Court for a hatim.-t rur/iin, 
and under what conditions that trilninal 
would hold the 'order of tlie House' waa a 
good 'return' to a writ is a question of 
greater uncertainty still. Both Parliament 
and tho Law Courts had enough of it in the 
famous controversy which arose half a 
• century or so ago out of tho case of Stock- 
dale reraiM Hansard, and it 18 hardly pro- 
bable that either party to that drawn battle 
would care to renew it." 

Tlio St. James (iazotte, the Saturday 
Review, and tho Daily Telegraph all sup- 
port Lord Salisbury's Government, and ap- 
'.provo the general policy supported by 
7the majority of tho House of Commons, 
•yet wo venture to say that uo editor 
<:|n tho three kingdoma is such a "fool" as to 
-reproach either of them with trimming, be- 
•causc it has arrived at the conclusion that 
the custom of oalliug persons who have of- 
fended against the House of Commons to 
its bar, has become obsolete, and is more 
honored in tho breach than in the ob- 
aervance. In tireat Britain statesmen know 
tliat tho support of a ne-vspaper is only val- 
uable so long as it is intelli^ent and dia- 
criminatini;. The slavish submission of 
party liacks is there estimatisd-'jkt its true 
worth by both the piiblio -and , the party 
leaders.. 

•We agree with all that "J.SiHi"' Bays 



about the rights of tho press. A newspaper 
has no right .to "blackguard and lie" about 
any man, public or private, but wo submit 
that, to give its publisher tho chance of play- 
ing tho hero, posing as a champion of tho 
liberty of theprosa, and giving himself theairs 
of a persecuted patriot, ia not a very elleotivo 
way to punish him for his ovil-doing. Tho 
punishment y' should „v be . made .'. to fit the 
crime, and not to be capable of being uti- 
lized as part of the working capital of tho 
slanderer. 

To treat sonie gCfendera witli contempt is 
tho best way to punish thorn. To notice 
thcni and to give them notoriety is actually 
.to benefit them.- How much, we ask' our 
observant correspondent, are tho Kennedys 
the worse for the notice that has been taken 
of their abuse and for the proceedings that 
have been taken against them ? Even if 
they had been heavily fined and sentenced 
to a mouth's imprisonment they would have 
come out of jail very considerably tho gainers. 
Their friends would have paid their fine for 
tliem, and many who did not approve of 
their conduct would sympathise witli them 
and help them. Their outrageously slan- 
derous attack on the Primte Bills Commit- 
tee, if it had 'not been noticed by the House, 
^vould have been read by but few, and 
would by this time- be as if it had never 
been written. As it is, tl\o publishers of 
liie Columbian have made moro capital out 
of that false and wholly indofenaiblo article 
than they have out of anything that has 
ever appeared in their paper. This is not 
the kind of punishment that their offence 
deserved. 



TMM STOBY OF A NEWSPAPER. 

Tho story of a newspaper is told in a late 
number of tho Manchester City News. 
Some gentlenjou in Manchester among whom 
were lard Wolmer, Liberal Unionist whip, 
and son-in-law of Lord Salisbury, Mr. Dod- 
diugtou and Mr^ Agnow, came to the con- 
clusion that a neweveningpaper was wanted 
in that city. It was to be a first olass paper, 
no mere pasto and scissors affair. It was to 
have an able and accomplished editor and 
an eflBoient staff of sub-editors and reporters 
as well as talented correspondents in tho 
principal cities of the Three Kingdoms. A.n 
editor, Mr. Robert Arthur Brigga Chamber- 
lain was engaged for two years at a salary of 
S.3,000 a year, who engaged a staff of good 
men to assist bini at correspondingly high 
rates. So the Evening Times was started 
under the moat favorable auspices. 

Mr. Chamberlain had informed the direc* 
tors that it would take a good deal of money 
to run such a paper, and that they must 
calculate to sink a largo sum before it could 
be placed on a paying basis. But thia warn- 
ing did not deter them. They went on with 
the undertaking, and for u time matters 
progressed swimmingly. When, however, 
the directors saw that the outlay was very 
larfi;e and the receipts very small, they be- 
gan to think that they had not been very 
wise in starting the paper. Tliey found 
that they were sinking money at the rate of 
£84 (§420) a day. After thia went on four- 
t<3on days, they thought that it would bo 
^vise in them to shorten sail, so they direct- 
ed the editor to cut down expenses, which 
meant to make tho paper what at firat they 
declared it waa not to bo, u mere paste and 
scissors aflair. The directors soon got tired 
of running the paper at tlio reduced rate, so 
after a not very brilliant career of forty- 
nine days, it ceased to exist. The directors 
had, in the meantime, quarrelled with 
the editor, Mr. Chamberlain, and dismissed 
him somewhat summarily. llo sued them 
for wrongful dismissal, and it wa.s througli 
this trial that tho British puljlio were 
favored with a glance at the true inward- 
ness of the Evening Tiroes. 

The City News devoted a leading article 
to the career of this meteoric evening paper. 
After relating its short, but eventful hia- 
tory, it went on tu say ; — 

"Two or three 'morals' miglit be 
drawn from the result of the cise, but we 
sliall be content with one — that amateurs 
should be chary of entering upon journalis- 
tic enterprises, and that brewers and 
picture-dealers would do wisely if they 
' stuck to their lasts.' There does not appear 
to have been anyone at tho head of affairs 
outside the editor's oliices wlio had had any 
e.vperienco in jouriialiain. Tlioae who were 
mentioned in the cour.se of the trial — Mr. 
lioddiiigtuu, Lord WoUner, Mr. Lockctt 
Agnew, and ono or two otlicrs, cannot 
bo said to have served any apprenticeship to 
journalism. The result ia tlie miserable 
failure of the Evening Times. ' There is a 
ni-turSl ambition.in the minds of nuuiy men 
of position to bo eonnected with a paper ; 
and with those who know least of the risk 
and diffioalties of running a newspaper the 
desire is the strongest. Let an editor be 
ever so able and experienced his best efforts 
are paralyzed if ho has to work under tho 
constant supervision and suggestion of a 
board of amateurs. No successful journal 
was ever edited by a oomniitteo. In uo post 
is autocratic power more absolutely indis- 
pensable than in that of the editorahip of a 
newapaper. But men with means, anxious 
to wield influence either for public or per- 
.■ional roiisons through tljc medium of the 
press, will not take warning from a thousand 
iiascoes, and so it n\uy be expected that tho 
egregious failure of the levelling 'J'iines will 
convey no lasting lua.ion, anil that rasli 
speculation in tho journalistic world will 
still go on." 

It is to be remarked, too, thit the papers 
which are started and run by amatour jour- 
nalists fall into the very errors and vices 
which Ihcy complained of and protested 
against when they were merely newspaper 
readers and not newspaper proprietors. 
Tliey learned by sad and bitter experience 
that it is much easier to find fault with a 
newspaper than to conduct one either ably 
or decently. 

ASPHALT PA VEMENT. 

iV suggestion has been made that the City 
Council try tlio experiment of having a 
section of Government street paved with 
asphalt. The suggestion is an excellent 
one. Asphalt well laid, makes a clean, a 
smooth and a noiseless street, and it wears 
well, Streets.ln Montreal and Buffalo, as 
well as in other cities, have been paved with 



this material and they have given great 
satisfaction. We do not remember just 
now much about the' comparative cost of 

this kind of pavement, but we recollect see- 
ing a calculation which showed that it was, 
on the whole, as clioap as any pavement in 
use and it has advantages that uo other 
possesses. The City Council will, no doubt, 
make tho enquiries necessary to enable them 
to come to an intelligent conclusion. If 
they do we aro quito suro they will find 
that it will bo good policy to give tho 
asphalt pavement a trial. Something must 
bo done to give tho citizens better streets 
than they have now, and tho sooner the 
work ia begun the better.

He said it 
was most advisable, at this stage of Vic- 
toria's growth, that she should once and for 
all substantially improve her streets and 
roads.

RUSSIAN DAN^S- DEARTH. 

A Coroner'Byinai^sbf'Bteomrs a Iflxed En- 
quiry, and Flnaily a General Dla- 
cnsalon. : < 

An inquest was hold, yesterday,' in the 
Provincial Court, by Coroner Morrison, and 
conducted by Sergeant Langley, on the body 
of Russian iJan, who was fonnd drowned on 
Tuesday at the foot of the Jauion wharf, on 
Store street. Tho jury consisted of Messrs. 
Lombard (foreman), Davis, Mason, 
I'ottinger, McNeill aud Vidler. 

The first witness called was Alexander 
Cook, a teamster. His evidence was to the 
effect that while loading coke at Porter's 
wharf, ho had noticed a dead body ffoating 
in tho water, about thirty yards from him. 
He got a boat, took tho body ashore, and 
then, with the assistance of Sergeant 
Walker, searched and examined it. 

Sergeant Langley then produced a bottle 
of liquor, and, on being questioned by the 
coroner, witness declared that he had never 
seen it before. Witness then signed hia 
name to his evidence, which he subsccpiently 
repeated more fully and agidn signed. 

Provincial Police Officer McNeill then 
took the stand, and tlio coroner resigned 
tho examination to Sergeant Langley, Ho 
deposed to having searched the body and 
found on it a bottle of whiskoy, a pipe, and 
a knife. He had seen no marks of violence 
or foul play of any kind. 

The Coroner asked if the witness knew 
that whiskey was in the bottle, when there 
was 00 label on it. Witness replied that he 
could tell the difTerence between whiskey 
a. '1 any thing else. 

Sergeant langley then asked for an ad- 
journment utttillO o'oloot on Saturday, to 
enable him to procure some friends of the 
deceased from Cape Beale to identify tho 
body. 

Tfio enquiry thcu resolved itself into a 
general discussion. Finally, Dr. Morrison 
concluded the proceedings by adjourning 
the inquest until Saturday.

Mexico's New Mininer Laws— An In- 
ventor and Manufacturer Defies 
the Cordage Combine.

The Slarcr Tabltl. 
San Dieoo, Cal., April 28.— Tha United 
States cruiser Boston baa arrived liore. 
WliUe in Mexisaa -wajierB Bomo time ago, 
tlie Boston received orders from the Navy 
Department to aearoh the Revilla Giodi 
Islands for shipwrecked sailors, supposed to 
have been lost soinewhero in that group. 
The islands aro off Mnzntliin, on the coast 
of Mexico. It was ueiir them that, last 
September, the brig Tahiti was found 
floating bottom aide up, and it was sup- 
posed that some of the sailors might have 
made a landing upon the islands. The Ta- 
hiti was said to have been a gouuiuo pirate 
and slaver, and was loaded down with na- 
tives from the South Sea Islands, who were 
being taken to the West coast of Mexico to 
work on the sugar and colVee plantations. 
The crew and the slaves were all lost. The 
Boston made a thorough search of these 
islands, but found no trace of any living 
being. The Boston will remain here till 
Saturday, and then proceed to San Fran- 
cisco. The steamer Montserrat has taken 
the Tahiti's place. There is no likcliliood 
«f interference by fclie Government, 

No International Billiard T«arnnnicnt. 
New Yokk, April 27.— The disappointing 
news has reached this city that there vrould 
be no international billiard toarnament in 
Paris in June next. 

FlRhtlHK tlic Combine. 

New York, April 27- — The National 
Cordage Co., popularly tnown as the Cord- 
age Trust, has been paying John Qaod; the 
millionaire, inventor and twine manufac- 
turer, 5200,000 to keep his mills shut down, 
and it holds an option for ?7, 000, 1)00 on his 
plant, which includes a new twine machine 
that is expected to revolutioniza the trade. 
The Trust announced, semi-oUicially, some 
time ago, that this option had been taken 
up, but it leaked out, to-day, that Mr. 
Good had notified the Trust that ho did not 
consider his contract binding, and would 
commence running his milia and keep 
them open. "As for my reasons 
for terminating the contract,'' said Mr. 
Good, "I find a very large number of my 
customers are anxious for mo to resume as 
I am in a position to make a profit at prices 
'Which would not pay the coat of production 
to the National Cordage people. I can 
make as much money as they were paying 
me, if not more. In a very short time I can 
perfect arrangements to turn out enough 
rope and twine to supply half the •demand 
of the United States. In this conneotion I 
may say I am going to fight it out in that 
line for many summers." One of the stock- 
holders in the Cordage Trust said Mr. Good's 
move was for the purpose of compelling the 
purchase of his worlcs. 

Moner, Hat Piatola. - 

New York, April' 27. — Baron Ludwig 
Ton Muller, a direct descendant of King 
Ludwig of Bavaria, will soon appear in 
plebeian role. Ho is plaintiff in a suit for 
510,000, which lie has instituted against the 
IJroadway Railway. The suit arises out. of 
a fight on April 22, on tlie platform of a 
Broadway car, which cubuiuated in the un- 
merciful slugging of the Baron and his igno- 
minious dumping into a puddle of mud. 
The fight grew aut of some one stepping on 
the Baron's foot. In the Franco-German 
war the Baron led his regiment with suc- 
cess at Sedan. Afterward ho killed a 
young officer in a duel, because of the lat- 
ter's attention to his v.'ife, .-.nd has not 
sinco lived in Germany. He surved in In- 
. dia and in Egypt and Chili with Balmaccda. 

Moral ICcforni Dcvclopmculs. 

KsoxviLLE, Tenn., April 27. — Twenty 
men, last night, surrounded the house of 
Bufus Jenkins, a deposed minister, near 
Dandridge, and ordered him to surrender. 

He answered the summons by firing into 
the crowd with a shot gun. Tho house was 
set on firo, and Jenkins surrendered. His 
faco was filled with small shot, and his body 
mutilated by the gang. The woman with 
■whom .Jenkins ia charged with living had 
disappeared. This morning, \V. A. Givans, 
a nicrcliaut aud itiiluontial citiz :n living at 
Dandridgo, found posted on his door a 
document notifying him to remain indoors 
after dark or he would bo foully dealt 
with. The Whitccaps are a portion of the 
Anti-Lust and Laziness orgaui/ition formed 
in Jed'erson County GO days ago. Tliey are 
believed to be composed of farmers who 
have become tired of the way in which 
some residents conduct themselves, 

llexlco's Dlliiiua Laws, 
City of Mexico, April 27. — The new- 
mining law, a5i promised in tho Presidential 
message, is finished, and will be presented 
to tho Chamber at once. The law enables 
the consoliilating of mine property and lev- 
eling it to the position of ordinary real es- 
tate, tlie restriction being the payment of 
an annual tax. The law, in i)laco of re- 
stricting the fuiiiiatiuu of riiiiiing compan- 
ies, provides for tlie free working of mines 
and the mortgaging of tlieiii, if iiec"ssary. 
In fact, all that tends to facilitate the in- 
vesting of capital and tho granting of all 
kinds of securities and simplifying the for- 
malities necessary to aeeuto possession and 
to work mines, is afforded. A mining Ex- 
change is to be established here.

Fresno, Cal., April 27. — In tho Superior 
Court of Presno Co., to-day, H. M. Smith 
fi'ed papers in tho suit ag linst tho Western 
Union Telegra))h Co., claiming damages in 
tho sum of .S.TO, ()()() on account of the com- 
pany's failure to deliver a ninssage in San 
Francisco, last July.

The 
Act, wherever it has been put into operation, 
has beer, productive of much good."

AlEATS are sold at last week's prices. Glutton 
Is being freely imported from Oregon, and boot 
from Calgary and the Northwest Territories.

To TiiK Editor ; — TTrom an item in your 
issue of the 2(ith inst., luitler tho heading 
of " Looking up tlic (ilaiins," I read that 
U. S. Consul Myers states " that with re- 
gard to tho late visit of Major Williams, he 
thinks that in giving publicity to ideas that 
that gentleman (Major Williams) had not 
t]ono his duty, several perale acted unfair- 
ly." Tho several people Consul Myers re- 
fers to arc, I presume, owncis of sealing 
vessels and who, tho Consul says, " were 
too dignified and aristocr.-itiu to go until 
they were sent for." This, I may bo al- 
lowed to remark, coined with very poor 
grace from Consul Myers, and is in exceed- 
ing bad taate," considering tho courteous 
manner in which that gentleman's risiiuests 
for information have always been met 
willi by both the Victoria sealors 
and tho Customs authorities. The owners 
of scaling vessels have always given the iJ. 
S. consul all the facts sought for aa nearly 
as possible, without regard to time, and 
whenever sent for have always responded 
by going up to the consulate. Tlio faota of 
the matter in connection vnth Major Wil- 
liams' almost unknown (to those interested) 
visit to this city in connection with the 
sealing industry are from what I have 
learned. Tlie major caino to Victoria with 
a letter from tho president of the company 
holding the lease of the American aeal 
islands to a gentleman residing in tliis city, 
who is in the, I miglit say, preilicanient of 
being their agent at this jilace and at same 
time a " poacher," in being interested in 
one or more sealing vessels, with instruc- 
tions to aid Major Williania in procuring 
eueh evidence as would bo most suitable. 
Now none of tlie owners or captains in [lort, 
of the Victoria sealing licet, with 
ono exception, wore invited liy Major 
Williams direct, or through Consul Myers, 
to call on liim. All tho witnesses whoso 
CTidencc was taken were hunted up, and 
were, ivith one exception, paid $2 each for 
answering quostiona put, negatively or af- 
Brinatively, for their guidance. None of 
tho witnesses, with the one exception, who 
is an owner and captain, are practical men, 
or they would be — where their knowledge 
would yield them a better compensation — • 
aboard the sealing vessels now out at sea. 
Muj. Williiuns' remark to a reporter of ojn 
of your contemporaries, that in his country 
"all men are equal," probably accounts for 
Ilia considering the evidoueo of all men as 
being of equal value, and his consequent 
preference for the evidence of persons, some 
of'ithem of unreliable character and others, 
wholly inexperienced in sealing matters, to 
tho evidence of men whose interests have 
caused them to study the question cloaely 
in all its bearings. VVe are all aware thut 
"Jack, is as good oa his master, and better, 
too." 

But all this is charaoteristio cf American 
mothods of dealing with the sealing ques- 
iion from beginning to end, misrepresenta- 
tions and garbled testimony from any un- 
reliable source to sanction their actions in 
past illegal seizures and to back their asser- 
tions before the pending arbitration. Tlie 
Victoria sealers have themselves to blame 
in great measure in allowing untrue reports, 
circulated to prejudice their case iu British 
opinion, to go abroad without prompt and 
convincing contradiction.

Formation of a Froviucial Association 
, Completed at Yesterday's 'i * 

Confereuce. 



A Duiform Ilate-book for tlia EutJro 
Field Adopted— Electric Wires 
Discussed. 



British Columbia's fire underwriters were 
present in full force at the meeting held in 
this city, yesterday, over whlSu ilr. Hich- 
ard Hull presided. Over thirty companiea 
were repre-'iCntod, a dozen or more Victoria 
lllsLiranco men attending, and Vaneouvcr 
sending Messrs. Yates, Emanuels, Banfield, 
Ilobaon, MoFarlane and Mellon. West- 
minster's delegates were Messrs. Pierson, 
Woods and Ross. 

The first session commenced at 10 o'clock, 
and lusted up wards of three liours, an ud- 
jouniniont being then taken for luncheon. 
In tho afternoon, the underwriters sat 
again, and completed the business of the 
conference. In tlio evening they dined in 
style at Hotel Victoria, the I'rovincial 
Board of Underwriters, the outcome of the 
gathering, being toasted and discussed over 
a capital dinner. 

Tiie adoption of a uniform rate for all 
parts of the province, outside the cities, 
was the first matter receiving consideration, 
and Rate Book iio. ,'i was liiially agrotd 
upon. Heretofore, many risks were nc- 
eepted below this suhedule, while as many 
M'ere fur above. Now uU will be on the 
same footing, and all luiaiuess done in any 
part of British Columbia iiuisL be stamped 
by tho inspector in the jntisdielion in 
whieli it is taken. A uniform scheme of 
repot ting upon risks, describing them iu 
detail, was also adopted for the entire 
province. 

Elootrio wires — tho new source of dis- 
(jiuet and uneasiness among insurance men 
— of course cuine in for their share of atten- 
tion, tho subject of how best to ensure tho 
aifcty of buildings wired for light or power, 
being debated at length. No definite 
action was tukeu, though the necessity of 
expert superviaion of tho placing of wirea 
was admitted by all. The meeting seemed 
to consider tlie city boards quite competent 
to handle thi^ question more particularly 
concerning them, and, no doubt, they will 
each take early action. West niiniter haa 
taken the initiative, and now has a compe- 
tent inspector, and Victoria will probably 
make a move shortly. Tho suliject has al- 
ready been thornnghly discussed. 

The formation of a Provincial Hoard of 
Underwriters, to be composed of delegates 
from each of tho City lioarda, which, of 
coarse, are retained, wus, alter eoiisiiler- 
ablo discussion, uiiaiiiinously decideil on, 
and it wus arranged to hoM Provincial 
meetings annually, for the discussion of 
topics of interest to the business. The eloi;- 
tion of lirst ollicers of the British Coiiiiuliia 
Underwriters' Association was then pro- 
ceeded with, thi^foUowiiig gentlemen buing 
chosen to hear the honors of ollice : 

President, Richard Hall, Yictoria; 

I'irst 'N'iee-President, H. T. Ceperley, 
Vancouver ; 

Second Vice President, C. II. Woods, 
Westminster ; 

Secretary-Treasurer, F. G. Richards, jr., 
Vioforia ; 

ivxecutive Committee — Messrs. Pierson, 
McKenzie and Ross, Westminster; Grev- 
eley,S. 0.
